“New States may be admitted by the Con- 
greas into the Union; but no new State 


| shall be formed or erected within the juris 


diction of any other State; nor apy State 
be formed by the junction of two or more 
States, or parts of States, without the con- 
sent of the Legislatures of the States con- 
cerned as well as of the Congress.” Mr. 
Tilten’s metaphor is clear and strong; but 
these words of the Constitution are clear 
and strong too, and they have the advan- 
tage of his tn age if mot in any more sub- 
stantial quality. The question therefore 
may be submitted, which is entitled to the 
greater consideration (and we are speaking 
of course to Radicals rather than to Dem- 
ocrats), the picture of Mr. Tilton's some- 


what bloody fancy, or the homely, though 
obsolete, republicanism of constitutional 
law? 

We are aware that the Radical theory of 
reconstruction assumes to operate in cer- 
tain specific cases by the agency of the 
States, and that the constitutional ma- 
chinery of Governors and Legislatures has 
not been nominally abandoned, But it 
has been subsjantially abandoned. The 
most recent of the proclamations, that of 
Governor Bullock of Georgia, is dated 
| from Washington; and the inspiration of 

Congress is poured into all the Southern 
| Saew through the mouths of just such 

| agents, or, worse, the mouths of cannon 
| and muskets. Congress subjects Texas to 
martial law. The emissaries of Congress 

manipulate arelection. Oongress decides 

upon that election. The Legislature put 
Into power belongs to Congress. Ii it is 
refractory it m put out of power and 
apother put in its place. In a word, Con- 
gress, under the pretext of reconstruction, 
defies the Constitution; and, if the people 
of the United States submit, it is, as Mr. 
Tilton says, as easy to divide Texas as to 
reconstruct it. At this rate Congress may 
perpetuate its power by multiplying the 
number of States under its control, or vice 
versa, and thus establish a precedent which, 
it it should congeal into a principle, would 
not leave New England her six States and 
her twelve Senators one day longer than 
may be necessary to unite the Valley of the 
Mississippi and the great Northwest upon 
a reciprocal basis of protection. The South 
slost slavery ‘by its effort to establish an in- 
dependent existence. New England will 
lose her tariff by her devotion to the cen- 
tralizing forces in the Government. His. 
tory will pronounce that that which wes 
in both cases designed as self-preservative 
was in reality the instrument of seli-de- 
struction.
